None knows all he and the vice 
president discussed. It is almost 
certain, however, that the Presi- 
dent-elect asked if there would 
be any Nixon objection to a Ken- 
nedy request to Gov. Rockefeller 
of New York to serve as an 
under-secretary-of-state, or spe- 
cial representative in charge of 
Latin- American’ affairs. Gov. 
Rockefeller admirably filled such 
a position under Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman. We des- 


a specialist. The governor of New 
York is, in a very factual sense, 
without a peer in this field. To 
have the use of him would be of 
incalculable benefit to the na- 
tional welfare. 


Mixed Reaction 


Mr. Nixon’s reaction must have 
been mixed. He likely would pre- 
fer personally, and as a party 
leader, to have the governor re- 
moved from future  considera- 
tions. The mood of the GOP pro- 
fessionals presently is one of 
sullen disenchantment with Mr. 
Rockefeller. He campaigned hard 
for the nominee. But he was not 
convincing. The overall reaction 
to his efforts was perhaps best 
revealed by a woman who 
shouted, during one of the pleas 
fort Mr. Nixon: “We'll vote for 
you but.not for him.’’ 


A paradox remains. Despite the 
fact the governor now is low man 
on the GOP totem poll, he may 
well be re-elected governor of 
New York State in 1962. If this 
should happen he will again as- 
sume a dominant role in party 
affairs. The professionals will not 
then be able to plow around him 
as they did last year, forcing him 
out of the primaries. If, however 
he fails of re-election, he will be 
finished as a party force. 


So, the Republicans must ask 
themselves whether it is better 
to hold fast to a man who may 
become governor of New York 
and a potentially popular candi- 
date in 1964, or give him so much 
of a cold shoulder he will accept 
a bi-partisan role in Latin Amer- 
ica. The decision, of course, is 
not theirs to make. Nelson Rocke- 
feller also is intelligent and inde- 


pendent. He will dance to his own 


tune. 


No Pressure 


Whatever Mr. Nixon’s plans for 
1962 or 1964, he is under no pres- 
sure. He can wait, and busy him- 
self with both calling the tume 
and playing it by ear. He is not 
now compelled to make a deci- 
sion. He must await events. The 
best guess is that he will want to 
remain in private life. But he 
assuredly will wish to remake the 
party and save it from the con- 
flict between the Goldwater and 
Icastern wings. 


There is something of a mys- 
tery about the quick request of 
the President that Sen. Thruston 
Morton continue as national chair- 
man. If this is temporary, it is 
one thing. If permanent, it is 
quite another. In either case, it 
is not good professionally. 


The Republicans badly need a 
full-time chairman. Sen. Morton 
cannot be either a good senator 
or a good chairman because he 
must divide his time. Mr. Nixon 
is believed. to want a chairman 
who can devote all his energies 
to rebuilding the party. There is 
great and sincere affection tor 
Mr. Eisenhower on the part of 
the vice president. But he almost 
certainly feels that one of the

Sen. Russell Shows Discovery XVII Letter 


MESSAGE FROM SATELLITE 


Sen. Russell, chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, opened the letter handed him 
by Brig. Gen. W. H. Wise, of 
Dobbins Air Force Base, blinked, 


and said: “‘General, I’m sure you 
can read this. without your 
glasses.” 


The letter from Gen. Thomas D. 
White, U.S. Air Force chief of 
staff, was one of nine enclosed in 
the capsule of the Discoverer XVII 
satellite fired Nov. 12 at Vanden- 
berg Air Force Base, Calif. 


The capsule, with its enclosed 
mail, circled the earth 31 times 
at speeds of 18,000 miles an hour 
before it was released and snagged 
Monday by a C119 over the Pa- 
cific. 


Gen. White’s letter told Sen. 
Russell: “In order to reach you, 
this letter will have flown a dis- 
tance of almost one-half million 
miles both within and without the 
earth's atmosphere, traveling over 
17 times around the world.” 


Accepting the letter, Sen. Rus- 
sell said, “I’m highly honored to 
be one of the recipients of these 
letters. It is the first time letters 
have ever been sent by satellite.” 


He said he hoped practical ap- 
plications could be made of such 
“air space mail.”’ ‘‘After all,”’ he 
grinned, ‘if we send astronauts

Patrol in Caribbean 


Cuba and its big Communist 
friends, the Soviet Union and Red 
China, denounced as a menace to 
world peace Friday the U.S. war- 
ship shield thrown up to protect 
Guatemala and Nicaragua. 


Cuban newspapers said the de- 
ployment of U.S. warships in 
nearby waters could open the way 
for an attack on Cuba, “thus shat- 
tering the peace of the world.” 


Radio Moscow said the move- 
ment of U.S. warships into the 
turbulent Caribbean is “fraught 
with the danger of a military con- 
flict.” 


Premier Chou En-lai of Red 
China said the United States was 
threatening Cuba “by force of 
arms” and promised continued 
support for Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro’s regime. 


The clamor from Cuba and the 
world’s two largest Communist 
powers was brushed aside by the 
United States. The Navy in Wash- 
ington reiterated that the carrier 
Shangri La and four destroyers 
are in position to help repeal any 
invasion of the two little Cental 
American nations. 


REPORT SPIKED 


The State department in Wash- 
ingion spiked a report published in 
London that the warships might 
halt suspected ships on the high 
seas. Washington said ships would 
be stopped only in the two nations’ 
territorial waters, and then only 
on the request of Nicaragua and 
Guatemala. 


Presidential press secretary 
James C. Hagerty said in Augusta, 
Ga., the Moscow broadsides were 
“Communist-type reaction” and 
added: ‘“‘There’s a very similar 
reaction — the words are almost 
the same—from Cuba.” 


PATROL REQUESTED 


President Eisenhower ordered 
the warships into the Caribbean 
at the request of Guatemala and 
Nicaragua after both nations 
stamped out uprisings they 
charged had support from Cas- 
tro’s. Cuba. 


Havana, the  semiofficial 
newspaper Revolucion called the 
U.S. action “Yankee military oc- 
upation of Central-America,”’ and 
asserted it was designed to in- 
timidate Cuba.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—The 


General Assembly Friday rejected 


two moves to postpone discussion on seating a Congolese delegation 
named by Joseph Kasavubu, president of the Congo republic. 


Friday morning, the 99-nation 


'body voted, 51 to 36 with 11 ab- 


stentions, to reject a proposal by 
Ghana to adjourn debate until a 
UN conciliation committee had 
reached Leopoldville and report- 
ed on the tangled political situa- 
tion in the new African republic. 
Since no delegation has been 
seated, the Congo did not vote 
on the resolution. 


Guinea, Ghana, India, Indonesia 
and other Asian and African 


| States voted with the Soviet bloc 
_in favor of the adjournment. Other 
| African states abstained or voted 


with the United States, Britain 
and France to tackle the issue at 
once. 


Friday afternoon, Frederick H. 
Boland of Ireland, president. of 
the Assembly, ruled against a 
move by India that would have 
required the Assembly to cast a 
two-thirds vote in favor of begin- 
ning the debate now. 


The Indian delegate, C. S. Jha, 
argued that since the Assembly 
had voted on Nov. 9 to postpone 
discussion of the Congo situation 
until a report was received from 
the 15-man conciliation commit- 
tee, the seating issue would re- 
quire a two-thirds majority to be 
taken up again. The committee is 
scheduled to leave for the Congo 
capital next week, 


When debate on the seating 
question finally began, the same 
division was apparent among the 
African states. Ghana opposed 
and Cameroon supported the seat- 
ing of the Kasavubu delegation, 
which has the backing of the As- 
sembly’s Credentials Committee. 


A third African speaker, Ful- 
bert Youlou, president of The 
Congo (Brazzaville), the former 
French colony that is a neighbor 
of the Leopoldville state, pro- 
posed a compromise. He suggest-

The GOP committee said its 
representatives would go to Iili- 
nos, Texas, Missouri, New Mexi- 
co, Nevada, South Carolina, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania.

Days Numbered, 


Cubans Tell Castro 


HAVANA (UPI)—Members of Fidel Castro’s 26th of July move- 
ment, who have broken with it because of pro-Communist policies, 
warned him Friday that his days are numbered. 


The warning, issued by the un- 
derground “‘action and sabotage” 
section of the dissident group, was 
emphasized by two bomb explo- 
sions in Greater Havana and a 
gasoline-bomb attack on a govern- 
ment vehicle. 


“As of now you are not going 
to be able to sleep in peace be- 
cause we are not going to let 
you,”” a mimeographed bulletin of 
the "movement for revolutionary 
recuperation” told Castro. 


One bomb explosion was in 
downtown Havana and the other

across the bay at suburban 
Regla. The city explosion caused 
considerable damage to the Los 
Precios Fijos department store 
and a shoe shop. 


A “Molotov cocktail’ (gasoline- 
filled bomb) was thrown into a 
parked government jeep which 
burned before firemen could 
reach the scene. 


The bulletin accused Castro of 
“selling out to the Soviet” and 


said the premier’s followers no | 


longer could call themselves 
“‘revolutionaires.”’

Quietly enlisting as a private, 
Gable attended officer’s candidate 
school, earned his wings as a gun- 
ner, and in Europe won the Air 
Medal for exceptionally meritori- 
ous achievement in five combat 
bomber missions. He was dis- 
charged a major.

James D. Hunter to represent him 
at the funeral at 9 a.m. Saturday, 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer said. The 
fites will be in the Church of the 
Recessional, Forest Lawn Memo- 
rial Park at nearby Glendale, 
with Chaplain Johnson E. West of 
March Air Force Base officiating.

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Conant Gives Cure 


For Schools’ Ills 


Diagnosis: The National Education 
Assn. has noted Georgia is fifth from 
the bottom in local money support of its 
schools. Being third from the top in state 
support, Georgia localities are obviously 
relying too heavily on handouts from 
the centralized government in Atlanta. 

The cure: Dr. James Bryant Conant, 
probably the top educational expert in 
America, said in Atlanta Friday a uni- 
form tax assessment on property in all 
counties is the only basis for fair financ- 
ing of schools. States that don’t have 
equalized tax assessment will stay in 
bad shape, he said. If a state can’t 
achieve uniform tax assessment as a 
basis for fair distribution of state school 
funds, Dr. Conant recommended the New 
York “common denominator” plan. Under 
it, the State Department of Education sets 
what it considers to be a standard assess- 
ment figure for the state as a whole. Then 
it lets each locality receive state money in 
proportion to what it gives locally. The 
plan would stop the present practice of 
rewarding free-loader counties at the ex- 
pense of those that give a fair share lo- 
cally. 

The sickness is obvious. The cure is 
fair and sensible. Georgia needs to take 
the cure, and we hope it will.

Is Shorter Work Week 
Labor's Next Objective? 


President David J. McDonald of 
United Steelworkers Union gave a hint 
here yesterday of big labor battles to 


come in declaring the 32-hour work week 
is “inevitable.” He tied it to growth of 
automation and the inching up of chronic 
unemployment. 

“We're asking for shorter hours to cre- 
ate jobs—not to allow people to loaf,” he 
declared. 

Mr. McDonald voiced publicly here 
what many other labor leaders have been 
saying. Sooner or later the pressure for 
shorter hours will become a national is- 
sue and its philosophy and economics 
need to be fully discussed. The fight is 
likely to be bitter and long. 

The steel union chief admitted that 
President-elect Kennedy opposes the 32- 
hour week. He told the Steelworkers as 
much at their last convention. But Ken- 
nedy received the union’s backing despite 
his frankness and McDonald acknowl- 
edges his respect and admiration for him. 

The president-elect’s economic views 
call for greater efficiency and produc- 
tivity to promote growth. He does not feel 
that the United States can meet its com- 
mitments at home and abroad on a shorter 
work week. 

At any rate, Mr. McDonald has 
brought into the open an issue which is 
moving to the center of the arena in la- 
bor-management negotiations. He appears 
to be serving notice that the all-im- 
portant steel industry will be the first 
target.

The proposal that a park and under- 
ground parking garage be built across 
from the Capitol, City Hall and the Ful- 
ton Courthouse is a good one.

What Course for GOP? 
Old Conflict Resumed 


The Republican Party, licking its not- 
too-substantial wounds, already is look- 
ing to 1964. Part of the game is a re- 
newal of the battle between the extreme 
right and the more moderate elements of 
the party. 

Sen. Barry Goldwater, darling of the 
conservatives, already has announced his 
determination to block Nelson Rockefel- 
ler, liberal New York governor, from the 
nomination. He has criticized Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon as a “me, too, candidate.” 
The GOP, he says, must choose a genu- 
ine conservative to win the White House. 

Thus begins all over the same old 
struggle which has torn the GOP since the 
1932 election of Franklin Roosevelt. 
Rank-and-file Republicans are conserva- 
tive. But the party itself has decided— 
with Willkie, Dewey, Eisenhower and 
Nixon—that the way to victory is with 
a liberal or a moderate. 

Chances are party leadership will stick 
with the moderates, now firmly headed 
by Vice President Nixon. After all,. he 
came very close to winning this vear. 
Examining the results which saw such 
liberal Republicans as Sen. Case of New 
Jersey outrunning his party while his 
state voted Democratic in the presidential! 
race, it is difficult to see how Nixon could 
have done better as an arch conservative.

Vote in October, 
And Not in May 


Atlanta elects a mayor and a school board 
next year. The election picked a busy year in 
which to fall. The school desegregation crisis 


is on the calendar for September. So is the city primary. That’s too 


much conflict all at once. 


So an effort will be made to take election day out of the middle 
of the school crisis and switch it to a more benign moment. 

The question to be decided, therefore, is which way to switch it— 
to a date before September, or after. Shall it be May, or October? 
Opinions differ. The local] legislative delegation must make the de- 


cision shortly. 
. 


Careful reasoning must be applied now, in peacetime; New Or- 
leans proved crash planning can lead to a crunch program. 

Not al! election factors can be calculated yet. But the essential 
ones can be. The present school board cannot count on being un- 
opposed. And it is already safe to forecast a mean scramble for the 
mayor's job. Mayor William B. Hartsfield hasn’t said whether he'll 
run again. Whether he does run or not, however, he'll be serving out 
his term and will still be mayor when the September school issue is 
due to be met. The present school board will still be in power, too, 
charged with the duty of guiding the schools through the ordeal. 

If the primary is switched from September to October, the 
present mayor and school board will have a free hand in September. 
But they will also have a political campaign bearing down upon them, 
and their every act may be exploited by their opponents for ad- 


vantage in the October voting. 


If the primary is switched back to May, the campaign and the 
voting may be gotten out of the way in the tranquil] days long before 
September. Mayor and school board would be chosen before, not 
after, performing their September duties and accepting the resultant 
political liabilities. This sounds pretty good. But it has a fatal flaw. 

Consider what would happen if present school board members 
ran in May and got beat. They still would have to handle the Septem- 
ber crisis after being repudiated by the people. Suppose an anti- 
Hartsfield mayor won the job in May. Hartsfield would still be mayor 
in September. It would be unreasonable for Atlanta to expect strong 
leadership in crisis if it had on its hands in September one mayor 
and one mayor-nominate, plus one school board and another school 


board-nominate. 
* 


A May primary would be politically safer for the candidates. But 
it would be far more dangerous for the schools. It will be better to 
go into next September with our duly elected officials holding un- 
contested command in the crisis—and their jobs coming up for judg- 
ment in October—than to limp into the taut September under the un- 
certain leadership of lame ducks whose alternates may already have 
been chosen and be heckling them from the sidelines. 

The October primary is clearly preferable to a vote in May, if we 
are to place the safety of the schools ahead of the safety of poli- 


ticians, and we should.

What Mandate 


Has Kennedy? 


WASHING TON—There Is a word much in use 
by the pressure groups, which managed to trans- 


; mute nearly all their special-interest programs 
into Democratic platform pledges, that can only add to the crushing 
weight of the burdens the next president must assume. 


The word is ‘‘mandate,” and the 
latest to employ it was president 
Meany of the AFL-ClO—not un- 
expectedly with particular appli- 
cation to the plans drafted by or- 
ganized labor's representatives at 
Los Angeles. 

But in his charge that only 
“those who opposed John Ken- 
nedy” deny that the knife-thin 
winning margin in the vote was a 
popular mandate to carry out all 
the. Democratic Party 
Meany demonstrated that the in- 
sistence on a mandate can only 
make it more difficult for Presi- 
dent Kennedy to get the public and 
political support he must have 
in the nation’s interest. 

Under our form of government, 
especially when the winning party 
is deeply split on such platform 
pledges as Meany invoked, no 
assorted group of 33,920,000 voters 
as opposed to another assorted 
group of 33,700,000 can give the 
President the political strength to 
enforce them. 

But President-elect Kennedy has 
one clear ‘“‘mandate’’ from the 
American people in the dictionary 
meaning of the word as ‘“‘an au- 
thoritative command, order or in- 
junction.”” This is to assume the 
responsibility of national leader- 
ship that is centered in the presi- 
dential office, and to execute the 
oath he will take on Jan. 20, 1961. 
The oath is as follows: “I, John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy, do solemnly 


pledges, 


Roscoe Drummond 


swear (or affirm) that I will 
faithfully execute the office of 
the president of the United States, 
and will, to the best of my abil- 
ity, preserve, protect and defend 
the Constitution of the United 
States.” 


That John Fitzgerald Kennedy 
will do all this cannot be doubted 
by anyone who comprehends his 
conscience and his character. 

Except as used in this respect. 
the word ‘“‘mandate’’ can only 
complicate the problems of the 
next president. And one of these 
problems is his need of the best 
talent he can get for service in 
his administration. There are high 
posts for which this talent would 
not be procurable if the president 
conceived his election as a pre- 
cise endorsement of all platform 
pledges. 

The leaders of the trades unions, 
the NAACP, the Americans for 
Democratic Action and the Keyne- 
sian Keyserling Economic Collec- 
tions probably will continue to use 
the word ‘“‘mandate.”’ But they 
are weakened by President-elect 
Kennedy’s campaign speeches 
and by the returns in the farm 
belt, and in the Southern states 
where the Democratic organiza- 
tions successfully backed the 
Kennedy - Johnson ticket on 
local platforms which repudiated 
major pledges of the national plat- 
form. 


West Will Win 


In Japanese Vote 


WASHINGTON—The anti-American, pro-neu- 
tralist, anti-defense treaty riots, which forced 


President Eisenhower to cancel his trip to Tokyo, : 
are about to be repudiated by the Japanese people. This is the pre- 
dictable result of the Japanese general election on Nov. 20. 


There are four indications of a 
decisive victory for pro-Western 
Premier Hayato Ikeda and the 
Liberal Democrats whose leader- 
ship is consistently anti-neutralist. 

The Japanese public .has _ re- 
coiled with displeasure and dis- 
taste at the organized violence 
of the Socialists and Communists. 

The Liberal Democratic party 
of Premier Ikeda has been uni- 
formly supported in local elections 
Since the riots. 


In recent elections for gov- 
ernors in rural prefectures, where 
the Socialists and Communists 
were united behind the same can- 
didates, the voting strength of 
the Liberal Democrats was not 
even dented. 

In American political termi- 
nology, the Japanese people quite 
literally “have never had it so 
good.”” They are going to vote 
accordingly. Under the policies of 
the Liberal Democrats, who are 
conservative in their economics, 


year was a phenomenal 16 per 
cent. 

The expected victory of the 
Ikeda party, which unqualifiedly 
supports the Japanese-U.S. defense 
treaty, does not mean that the 
Japanese voters unqualifiedly sup- 
port the treaty. There is no doubt 
that this election is turning more 
on economic policy than upon de- 
fense policy. 

Premier Ikeda’s program prom- 
ises to double the average family 
income in 10 years—from $330 to 
$660, with a 25 per cent advance 
during the next four years. The 
record of the Liberal Democratic 
government has earned credit

Blanchard had voted against the 
application .of Joseph Rinzler to 
move a liquor store from 486 
Decatur St., SE—a site being 
taken over for urban renewal—to 
612 Decatur St., SE. Sixth Ward 
Alderman William A. (Bill) Sims, 


though not opposing the site 
switch, said he didn’t want to 
override ward courtesy, so 


Rinzler’s request was tabled. 


Mavor Hartsfield said Rinzler 
should be allowed to continue in 
business since urban renewal was 
evicting him from the location at 
which he is licensed to sell liquor. 


Blanchard gave no reasons Fri- 
day for opposing the switch. 


Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, police 
committee chairman, said Friday: 
“As far as I know, nobody’s dom- 
inating it” (the local liquor trade). 


Blanchard said he didn’t “‘men- 
tion ward courtesy”—that in fact 
he will seek to have it abrogated 
—before the committee, that all 
he wanted was action ‘‘one way 
or the other so the matter could 
be disposed of before the alder- 
manic board.”’

Driving Club was jammed and 
Hollywood big shots were a 
dime a dozen. But it was Gable 
and Mitchell who stole the 
show. 


They slipped away for a chat 
and as they did Gable’s wife, 
the late Carole Lombard, said 
to Peggy Mitchell, “Clark has 
been dying to meet you and 
this is a real event.” 


And who should edge in but 
Scarlett (Vivien Leigh) O'Hara, 


who said to Gable, “I think 
Margaret is perfectly wonder- 
ul,’

And Clark Gable said to 
Peggy Mitchell, “I wouldn't 
have missed playing Rhett for 
all the. tea in China, but I'll 
admit I was scared’ at first. 
You etched Rhett into the 
minds of millions and I was 
afraid it would be impossible 

to satisfy all of them!”’ 


An understatement of that 
famous year when GWTW was 
premiered and when Rhett But- 
ler rode down Peachtree Street 
amid the cheers of more peo- 
ple than fought the Battle of 
Atlanta. 


The Junior League ball at 
the auditorium was the big 
social event of the exciting 
week and here’s what some of 
those staging the affair in 1939 
had to say about the dashing 
Rhett Butler Gable after his 
death this week. 


MRS. GREEN WARREN, 
who served as chairman of the 
ball, said: 


“Clark Gable couldn't have 
been nicer and was so Cco- 
operative with all our plans. 
When he left my husband and 
I took him to the airport. I 
remember he asked Green if 
he liked to hunt and how were 
the quail in Georgia.
